Mitwavxre, May 27.—In the con- 
vention of the German Catholic Socie- 
ties this morning several speeches were 
made. 

H. J. Spannborst of St.. Louis said 
the Bennett law presented~« political 
question which Catholics. ceuld not 
ignore, because it directty affected. the 
welfare of their institutions. 

Bishop Flasch, in an address, re- 
ferred to the Bennett law and upheld 
the right of thechureh to go into pol- 
itics when its interests were attacked. 
He was followed by Bishop Katzer 
of Green Bay, who attacked the Ben- 
nett law in the bitterest manner. He 
said the law practieally @enied the 


right of the child to obey its parents, | 


by putting its claims before those of 
the parents. ‘*The friends of the law,”’ 
he said, “‘tell us the child has rights 
which the State must see accorded it, 
but the parents have more interest in 
the child than the State. The Gov- 
ernor and his ‘little boy’ will be taken 
care of by their parents if the State 
will let them alone.’’ 
As the Bishop proceeded he warmed 
to the subject, and fairly brought his 
hearers to their feet by the intensity 
of his manner. He became angry, 
pathetic and sarcastic by turns. 

“The matter of teaching English 
they tell us is what we are fighting,”’ 
he exclaimed, ‘‘ but this is not so. 


| English is now taught'in off sclidulé: 


If the State has the right to tell us we 
must teach English, it will soon be 
telling us what we shall eat, and ‘what 
shall be on our tables for the family 
dinner.

rapid for our ordinary eyes, nor of a| 
human ear which is entranced with mu- 
sic that to the great majority of our 
species is absolutely inaudible. | 

Again, we never hear of a human be-} 
ing who could perform the feat, of | 
which we were told only recently, of a| 
bloodhound. In a dark night it fol-| 
lowed up for three miles the trail ofa 
thief with whom the bloodhound could 
have never been in contact (he had just 
purloined some rolls of tan from the 
tanyard in which the dog was chained 
up), and finally sat down under the tree 
in which the man had taken refuge. 
Why, we wonder, are those finer pow- 
ers for discriminating and following the | 
track of the scent which so many of the | 
lower animals possess entirely ex-' 
tinguished in man, if man be the real 
héir of all the various genera which | 
show power inferior to his own? 

We see no trace in animals of that 
high enjoyment of the finer scents 
which make the blossoming of the 
spring flowers so great a delight to 
human beings, and yet men are entirely 
destitute of that almost unerring power 
of tracking the path of an odor, which 
seems to be one of the principal gifts of 
many quadrupeds and some birds. It is 
the same with fhe power of a dog or cat 
to find its way back to a home to which 
it is attached, but from which it has 
been taken by a route that it can not 
possibly follow on its return, even if it 
had the power of observing that route, 
which usually it has not. Nothing could 
be more convenient than such a power 
toa lostchild. But no one ever heard 
of any child who possessed it. 

Still more enviable is that instinct 
possessed by so many birds of crossing 
great tracts of landand sea without ap- 
parently any landmarks or seamarks to 
guide them, and of reaching a quarter of 
the globe which manyof them have 
never visited before, while those who 
have visited it before have not visited it 
often enough to learn the way—at least 
by any rule which, in like circum- 
stances, would be of any use to human 
intelligence. The migratory birds must 
certainly be in possession of either 
senses or instincts entirely beyond the 
range of human imagination, and yet no 
one ever heard of the survival of such a 
sense of instinct in any member of our 
race. It may be said, indeed, that men 

“ eityer tnherited or reproduced the 
-sahing instinct of some of the 


uilitary ants, though that unfortunate 
and degrading instinct does not appear 
to have been inherited by any of the 
higher animals which intervene between 
the insects and our own race; b..t this 
only enhances theirony of our destiny, 
if we do, indeed, in any sense inherit 
from these insect artistocracies one of 
the most disastrous instincts of 
the audacious but indolent creat- 
ures which fight so much better 
than they work. If we have not 
inherited the architectural instincts of 
bees or beavers, nor the spinning in- 
stincts of spiders, nor the power of the 
dog to track out his home, itis a little 
sad that we should have inherited the 
one disastrous instinct of the ant by 
which it makes itself dependent on a 
more timid and industrious species of its 
own race, and thereby loses the power 
to help itself. 

What is still more curious is that even 
where human beings have wholly excep- 
tional and unheard-of powers they be- 
tray no traces of the exceptional and 
unheard-of powers of the races whose 
vital organization we are said to inher- 
it. The occasional appearance of very 
rare mathematical powers, for instance, 
so far from being in any sense explica- 
ble from below, looks much more like 
inspiration from above. The calculat- 
ing boy who could not even give any ac- 
count of the process whereby he arrived 
at correct results which the educated 
mathematician took some time to verify, 
certainly was not reviving in himself 
any of the rare powers of the lower 
tribes of animals. Nor do the prodigies 
in music who show such marvelous 
power in infancy recall to us any in- 
stinct of the bird, the only musical 
creature except ourselves. Still less, of 
course, does great moral genius—the 
genius of a Howard or a Clarkson—sug- 
gest any reminiscence of what happens 
in the world of animal life. J
